4. Disqualification : — -No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or conti acted a marriage with 
any person, having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall bo eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under tho personal law 
applicable to such person and Lhc other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and 
in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tion, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard,

3. Method of recruitment* age limit, qualifications etc.-— The 
method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifica- 
tions and other matters connected therewith, shall be as spe- 
cified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


4. Disqualification.— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a perspn having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing* exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con- 
sultation with the Union _Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons or posts. 

6. Saving.- — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the person- 
nel law applicable to such person and other parly 
to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

5. Power to relax, — Where the Cenlral Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall effect reservation 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

GJS.R. 1166. — The following draft of certain rules further 
to amend the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules* 1945 which the 
Central Government proposes to make after consultation 
with the Drugs Technical Advisory Board, in exercise of 
the powers conferred by section 12 and 33 of the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Act* 1940 (23 of 1940) is hereby published as 
required by the said sections, for the information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby ; and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft rules will be taken into considera- 
tion after the expiry of a period of 90 days from the date 
on which the copies of the Official Gazette in which i this 
notification Is published are made available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft rules before 
the expiry of the period so specified will be taken into 
consideration by the Central (Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics 
(Amendment) Rules, 1978. 

2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, for Schedule 
R* the following Schedule shall be substituted, namely : — 

SCHEDULE R 
(See rule 125) 

L Scope. — This standard specifies requirements for con- 
doms made of rubber later intended for single use. 


2. Description. — Condoms consist of cylindrical rubber 
sheaths of uniform thickness with one end open. The open 
end shall terminate with an integral rim. The closed end 
may have a receptacle. They may be supplied rolled, shall 
be free from tackiness and shall be capable of being unrolled 
readily, 

3. Materials. — (1) Condoms shall be manufaetuicd from 
good quality rubber latex and shall be free from embedded 
grit and shall be opaque or translucent prior to the appli- 
cation of dusting materials or lubricants. 

(2) The rubber latex, colours used and any dusting 
materials or lubricants applied to the condoms shall neither 
contain nor liberate substanOcs which arc known to have 
toxic or other harmful effects under normal conditions of 
use. Any dusting material or lubricant or colour used shall 
not have deleterious effect on the condoms or on the 
users. 

4. Procedure for sampling during production. — (1) Speci- 
mens consisting the test samples shall be taken at random 
successively from each quantum of production that is. from 
the quantity produced from the same finished rubber later 
and under the same processing and finishing conditions of 
manufacture and samples from each quantum shall be tested 
separately to^ ascertain conformity of quantum with the 
specified requirements in accordance with the tests described 
in this Schedule. 

(2) (a) The number of samples drawn from each quantum 
shall be not less than 1 per cent of the number of condoms 
in each quantum. 

(b) The number of samples drawn from each quantum 
shall be tested for air inflation test and water leakage test 
in accordance with the method described in this Schedule. 

(c) The number of test samples 4 N’ and the number of 
rejected samples l R* from a sequence of production quantum 
shall be recorded in a register. The cumulative total of 
test samples ‘N* and cumulative total of rejected ‘R* from 
the test shall be recorded and the condoms shall be deemed 
to comply with the requirements if the cumulative total of 
the vaarious tests as follows 

rejected ‘R’ is not more than 0.01N+3/0.0/N 

The following Table shows how this formula operates 
for a typical series of quanta :

(3) Each unit of 100 test samples shall be distributed for 
the various tests as follows : — 

1 sample for thickness, length, width and weight : 

45 for air inflation test ; 

45 for water leakage test ; .and 

9 for tensile strength, tension set etc, 

(4) Whether the number of test samples is a multiple of 
100 the distribution scale mentioned above shall be prorated. 

(5) If the cumulative total of samples rejected exceeds 
the number of allowables at any point in the sequence of 
quanta the quantum at which this occurs shall be liable to 
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rejection. The continued assessment of quantity of fur- 
ther production quanta shall include all previous test iesults 
starting from quanta number 1 and approval of produc- 
tion shall be in suspense until the condition required by the 
scheme is again fulfilled. 

5. Procedure for sampling and testing of finished pro- 
ducts by a manufacturer. — (1) Statistical sampling for quality 
control assessment of the finished product shall be done 
in accordance with the plan set out in Annexure I to this 
Schedule, 

(2) A test sample failing in any of the characteristics is 
to be considered as defective. If the cumulative total of 
rejects k R’ js found to be equal to or greater than the 
number shown against ‘R’ in the Annexure, the batch or 
lot shall he declared as not of standard quality. 

6. Procedure for sampling and testing of condoms by a 
purchase, — (1) Statistical sampling of condoms by a pur- 
chaser shall be done in accordance with tire plan set out in 
Annexure I to this Schedule. 

(2) A tesl sample failing in any of the characteristics is 
to be considered as defective. If the cumulative total of 
rejects ‘R’ is found to be equal to or greater than the 
number shown against ‘R' in the Annexure, the batch or 
lot shall be declared as not of standard quality. 

7. Sampling plan for a Drugs InspecLo'\— ( 1 ) Where an 
Inspector under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940, desires 
to take for test samples from the premises of a manufac- 
turer or a distribution depot, 20 containers from each batch 
of production may be selected by him on a random basis 
and from each of these containers, five samples shall be 
taken. The 100 samples so selected shall be distributed for 
various test as specified in paragraph 8. In case, the number 
of containers arc less than 20, Inc number of samples to 
be taken from each container shall be proportionately 
increased. 

(2) Where an Inspector under the Drugs and Cosmetics 
Act, 1940 desires to take samples from a Sales premises, he 
shall take 100 samples from each batch of production in 
accordance with the procedure specified in sub-para (1) 
above, 

8. Sampled condoms drawn under paragraphs 5, 6 and 7 
shall be distributed for the various tests as follows - 

1 sample for thickness, length, width and weight ; 

45 samples for air inflation test ; 

45 samples for water leakage test ; and 

9 samples for tensile strength, tension set etc. 

9. Dimensions.— (1) The length when unrolled (excluding 
teat) shall he not less than 160 mm. 

(2) The width of a condom, when laid flat and measured 
at any point between 70 mm and 90 mm from the open end 
shall be 50 mm + 5 mm. 

(3) The double-wall thickness of a condom, when mea- 
sured at any point between 70 mm and 90 nun from the 
open end shall be not more than 0.14 mm. 

NOTE t : — The double-wall thickness shall be deter- 
mined with a suitable micrometer dial gauge 
graduated in intervals of 0.01 mm. 

NOTE 1 ; — Condoms which are lubricated shall, prior 
to the measurement of thickness, have the lubricant 
removed by means of water or propan 2-01. 

f4) The weight of condom shall not exceed 1.6 gm. 

10. Air Inflation Test. — (1) Condoms which are sun- 
jected to Air Inflation Test shall be capable of heirg 
unrolled easily. Condoms not capable of being unrolled 
because of tackiness shall be rejected and shall be counted 
towards cumulative total of rejects. 

(2) Inflate the condom with air to a diameter of 150 mm. 
The inflated sample shall he examined for the presence of 
pin holes or foreign matter. No such defect shall be discerni- 
ble. The examination of the inflated condom shall be 
completed within a minute. In case any foreign matter is 


observed in a condom during the Air Inflation Test, the 
condom shall be subjected to the water leakage test also 
and if it fails in the latter test, it shall be included in die 
cumulative total of rejects. 

NOTE :■ — Pin holes within 50 mm from the open end 
can be ignored. 

(3) Samples vsubjected to air inflation test shall not be 
used for any other tests described in this Schedule. 

11. Water Leakage Test. — (1) Fit the specimen on to the 
end of a suitable amount of about 45 mm. diameter, Ensure 
that the other surface of the specimen is in a dry stale. 
Pour into the condom 50 ml. of water, gently squeeze and 
examine the teat area for visual evidence of leakage. In case 
there is no leakage, pour additional 250 ml, of water making 
sure that outer surface is free from water. It is necessary, 
outer surface can be gently wiped with cloth pad or blotting 
paper to remove accidently spilt water. Suspend the filled 
condom with its open end upward for not less than 3 
minutes. No water droplets are observed, 

NOTE. — Pin-holes within 50 mm from the open end 
can be ignored, 

12, Tensile Strength, Elongation at Break and Tension 
set, — II) The average tensile strength, elongation at break 
and tension set of rubber, taken from the samples of con- 
doms, shall conform to the following requirements, namely

(2) The nine samples of condoms shall be distributed as 
follows for the tests for Tensile Strength. Elongation at 
break of Tcnsfon Set.

(3) Tests to determine compliance of the material with 
the requirements of tensile strength and elongation at break 
shall be carried out in accordance with the appropriate 
methods described in Anncxures 111 and IV. 

13. Labelling, Packing and Storage. — II) The packing 
shall protect the condoms from contamination and mechanical 
damage. The smallest packing offered to the consumer shall 
bear a clear permanent marking with the following parti- 
culars 

(i) Manufacturer’s name and address, and the trade 
name of the condoms, if any. 
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(ii) Batch number. 

(iii) Date of manufacture (Month and Year only). 

(iv) Date of expiry (Month and Year only) which shall 

not be more than 36 months from the date of 
manufacture. 

(v) the words “For single use only.” 

( 2 ) The condoms shall be stored in a cool dry place 
away from heat and direct sunlight.

METHODS OF TEST' FOR DETERMINING TENSILE 
STRENGTH, ELONGATION AT BREAK 

1, Principle of the Method. — In the test, dumb-bell shaped 
lest pieces are stretched in a tensile testing machine at a cons- 
tant rate of traverse of the driven grip of pulley. Readings 
of load and elongation are taken as required during the unin- 
terrupted stretching of the test piece and when it breaks. 

2. Apparatus. — Marker— -The marker for marking the re- 

ference fines on dumb-bell test pieces shall have two parallel 
knife edges. They shall lie ground smooth and true. The 
distance between the centres of knife edges shall be 25.0 -±. 

0,1 mm. The thickness of the lines shall be 0.05 o 0.08 mm. 

Tensile Test Machine.— Tile machine shall be of such capa- 
city that the maximum load required to break the test 
specimen shall be not more than 85 per cent and not less 
than 15 per cent of the iated capacity. The rale of traverse 
of the power actuated grip shall be 50’ — 2 cm and shall be 
uniform at all times. Possible separation of the grip of at 
least 75 cm shall be provided. The machine shall l>c equipped 
with a scale or other device graduated to 1 mm for measuring 
the elongation, as shown by the distance between the gauge 
marks on the dumb-bell. 

The machine shall be equipped with a type of grip which 
lightens automatically and exerts a uniform pressure across 
the gripping surfaces increasingly as the tension increases, yo 
as to prevent uneven slipping and to favour failure of the spe- 
cimen in its constructed section. It is advisable to have at 
the end of each grip a positioning device so that all specimens 
arc inserted to the same depth in the jaws and are perpendi- 
cular to the direction of pull. 

NOTE. — The machine shall be power driven. 

3. Calibration of Tensile Test Machine. — The load scale 
and the recording mechanism shall be calibrated at least once 
in three months to ensure that the load scale error does not 
exceed two per cent of the applied load. 

4, Preparation of Test piece.— The test piece is dumb-bell 
shaped, which when punched with dies shall have the outline 
shown in figure below and shall conform to the dimensions 
given in the following Table when read with the figuic.

6. Measurement of Dumb-bclF Test Pieces. — Measure the 
thickness by a Micrometer, the foot of which exerts a pressure 
of 200 g/CM on the rubber. The width of the test portion 
is assumed to be equal to the width between the cutting edge 
of the narrow central pait of the die; foi the pui pose, the 
width of this part of the die is measured to the ncmest 0.05 
mm. lake the avciage of three measurements, one in the 
centre and two on each side. 

7. Conditioning of Test Pieces. — The properties of vulcaniz- 
ed rubber change continuously with time, these changes being 
particularly rapid duiing the first twenty-four hours after 
vulcanization, Do not curiy' out any test within this period; 
for accurate comparisons between diflerent rubbers it may be 
nece'Siuy to ensure that these aie tested at substantially the 
same interval after vulcanization. Protect samples and test 
pieces as fai as possible from light. Condition samples after 
any necessary preparation at the test tempcialmc foi not less 
than 12 houis immediately bcfoie testing, 

8. Temperatures of test. — Carry out the test at 27 ±2 n G, 
unless otherwise specified. 

9. Determination of tensile strength and Elongation. — Insert 
a dumb-bell test piece into the grips of the tensile testing 
machine taking care to adjust it symmetrically so that the 
tension will be distributed uniformly over the cross-section, 
If tension is greater on one side of the test piece than on 
the other, the reference lines will not remain parallel and the 
maximum strength of the rubber will not be developed. Then 
start the machine and measure the distance between the centres 
of the reference lines as required to the nearest 1 mm taking 
care to avoid parallax, until the test piece breaks, if necessary. 
Note the I'o ad on the test piece as required. 

Calculation of Results : 

10. Tensile Stiength. — Calculate tensilo strength by dividing 
the load at break by the initial' area of cross-section of the 
test piece. Report the median oi three results excluding the 
result of any dumb-bell test piece which breaks outside the 
narrow port (reference lines). 

11. Elongation at Break. — Calculate elongation at break by 
subti acting the initial distance between the lefcrencc lines on 
the dumb-bell test piece from the distance between the lines 
at breaking point and expressing the results as a percentage 
of the initial distance. Report the median of three results 
excluding the results, on any dumb-bclt test piece which breaks 
outside the narrow part, 

ANNEXURE IV

METHOD OF TEST FOR ACCELERATED AGEING 

Principle of the Method. — The test consists in subjecting 
test pieces to controlled deterioration hy air at an elevated 
temperature and at atmospheric pressure after which tensile 
strength and elongation at break arc mcasiucd. 

2. Apparatus. — The- air oven shall be of such a size that 
the total volume of the test pieces docs not exceed 10 per 
cent of the free air space of the oven. Provision shall be 
made for suspending test pieces so that they aie not within 
10 mm of each other or the sides of the oven. Provision shall 
be made for alow cii dilation of air in the oven of nol less 
than three changes and not moro than ten changes per hour. 
Care shall also be taken tha^ the incoming air is heated to the 
temperature of the oven before coming into contact with the 
test pieces. The temperature of the oven shall be thermosta- 
tically controlled so that the test pieces me kept within ± 1°C 
of the specified ageing temperature. A thermometer shall be 
placed near the centre of the ageing test pieces to lecoid the 
actual ageing tempeiature. 
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NOTE. — Copper or copper nlFoys shall not be used for the 
material of construction of the oven prescribed- 

3, Test Piece. — The form of the prepared test piece shalJ 
be such that no mechanical, chemical or heat treatment is 
required after ageing. Compute only test pieces of s'milar 
dimensions and having approximately the same exposed areas. 
Measure them before testing and mark them after the period 
of ageing is complete. 

4. Temperature of the Oven. — Maintain tho oven at70 o =bl° C 

5, Duration of test. — 96 hours. 

6. Procedure. — Store all test pieces in the dark for a mint- 
mum period of 24 hours and a mhimum period of 14 days 
prior to (he commencement of the ageing period. Sec that 
the maximum temperature of storage before subjecting to an 
accelerated ageing test does not eXcccd 30 °C. Carry out the 
testing of imaged test pieces within 14 days from the com- 
mencement of the ageing period. Place the test pieces in the 
oven after they have been preheated to the operating tempe- 
rature. The test pieces are to he stationary, free from strain, 
freely exposed to air on all sides and not exposed to light. 
When the ageing period ia complete, remove the test pieces 
from the oven and store and condition for not less than 16 
hours and not more than 96 hours in a strain-free condition 
and then condition in accordance with the details given in tho 
appropriate test methods, for the particular physical property 
being studied.”
